THE REPUBLICANS STILL DAZED, 


They Cannot Get the Fisheries Question 
Through Their Heads—The Tariff and 
Adjournment —Other News. 


Wasnrworon, August 29.—[Special.]—The 
house foreign affairs committee has been in 
session all of today and will be ready to report 
to the full committee at 10 o’elock tomorrow. 

The phraseology of that section of the Wil- 
son bill, concerning canais, has been slightly 
changed on account of its being subject to mis- 
construction. Its purpose has now been more 
clearly expressed. 

Chairman Belmont telegraphed today he 
would reach Washington in time to preside at 
the meeting tomorrow, and added himself and 
ir. Morrow to the sub-committee. 

The democratic members of the committee 
say there has been no division between repub- 
licans and democrats of the committee, and 
are still of the belief that the full committee 
will agree toa unanimous report of the Wilson 
bill, with the changing of the phraseology 
above noted. 

Mr. Litt, the leading republican member of 

he committee, says there is no disposition 
whatever to draw party lines on the question, 
and the only opposition heard of so far comes 
ftom members of both parties in the north- 
west, where it is held the enforcement of the 
retaliatory law would work injury to the ship- 
ping and farming interests. 

Mr. Hitt says there is no doubt of the addi- 
tional retaliatory legislation being granted. 
In fact, it now seems the general opinion that 
both the senate and the house will grant the 
president the additional power asked for. 
Senator Frye, of Maine, said today he found 
it the prevailing opinion among members of 
his party in3the senate to give the president 
the power desired. 

It is understood tonight that the report of 
the foreign affairs committee will be laid be- 
fore the house tomorrow and that body will 
then decide which they will take up—the con- 
ference report on the sundry civil bill, or the 
fisheries question. It is safe to assert that if 
the tinance committee reports the Wilson bill 
at tle opening of the session, it will take pre- 
cedence over all other business and will be 
freely discussed in the fiouse. The presump- 
tion is that it will remain in the house about a 
week as many members are desirous of being 
heard on the question. 

In the senate it was taken up this afternoon 
by Senator George, of Mississippi, who com- 
menced his deferred speech on that subject. 
He will continue tomorrow, when the question 
will be freely discussed by members of both 
parties. About twenty senators have signified 
their intention to be heard on the message, and 
the probability is that the discussion will con- 
tinue at least two weeks. 

Democrats continue to praise the president 
for his action on this question, and claim that 
victory is the certain result. The republicans 
still seem badly worsted. They will caucus 
tomorrow evening at the home of Senator Ed- 
munds on the fisheries and tariff question, and 
decide upon the best course for them to pursue 
during the remainder of this session. 

The Republicans and the Tariff. 

In the excitement due to the president’s 
risheriés message, the republican tariff bill has 
been almost lost sight of. The democrats are 
keenly watching developments, however, and 
they see in the delay in reporting the bill what 
they calla desperate attempton the pari of 
the republicans to keep their heads above wa- 
ter a little longer. The Maine election occurs 
on the 10th of September, and the democrats 
think that immediately after thatevent the 
republican bill will be reported or abandoned. 
‘They believe that it contains a big cutin the 
lumber tax, and that the republicans do not 
care to advertise that fact just before the 

~Maine voters go to the polls. 

A republican senator is authority for the 
frank admission that his colleagues would be 
very happy to have the democrats makea 
proposition for an adjournment, andif they 
did so it would be accepted with surprising 
alacrity. The republicans would like to ad- 
journ, but they are not yet quite ready to vol- 
untarily drop their pet scheme and abandon 
Washington. They are living in the daily 
hope that the democrats will help them out of 
the dilemma. 

The latter.do not feel that it would be con- 
sistantin them totake the firststep. They 
consumed many months jin framing and pass- 
ing the Mills bill, and they cannot deny their 
opponents time to consider it. 

Every body is tired of the session, yetno one 
sees a Way out of the difiiculty. How- 
ever, every one hopes that the republicans in 
their caucus tomorrow evening, will decide 
upon some detinite course to pursue, then 
some idea about adjournment can be formed.

The Internal Revenue. 

An amendment to the sundry civil bill was 
ndopted in the house, requiring informers 
against violators of the internal reyenue laws 
to swear from their own knowledge and belief 
as tothe guilt of the parties before a warrant 
was issued for their arrest. It also provides 
that no costs would be paid unless the charges 
were proven. , 

When the bill went to the senate, it was 
amended so as to leave the power of issuing 
and approving warants to the discretiionof the 
Cistrict attorney.-. In the. senate  to- 
cay, Mr. Vance, of North Carolina, moved 
that the senate recede from its amendment 
which would adopt the original amendment 
instead by house. Senator Vance’s object in 
nioving to recede from the senate amendment 
Was that if the district attorneys ran short in 
their fees, they could approve any charges and 
have arrested persons who are not guilty, for 
the purpose of getting fees.

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THE SENATE'S WORK. 


Mr. Reagan Wants the Tariff Taken Off of 


date Bagging. 

Wasnrvorox, August 2.—In the senate 
Mr. Reagan introduced a bill to permit 
the importation of jute bagging free of duty, 
and it was referred to the committee on 
finance. He spoke of the “trust” which had 
increased the price of jute bagging, and said 
that cotton planters were discussing the ques- 
tion as to whether they would not withhold 
their cotton from the market until that op- 
pression passed by. This ‘‘trust’’ struck at 
one of the great interests ofthe country—an 
interest which had no protection and which had 
to compete in the markets of the world with 
cotton from other countries. Congress had 
the power to protect that great industry 
against such great wrongs by taking the daty 
off jute; and he trusted that the committee on 
finance would take the matter into considera- 
tion and give the relief needed. 

Mr. Piumb, from the committee on mg ne 
priations, reported back the fortification bill, 
and gave notice that he would ask for its con- 
sideration tomorrow. 

The senate resumed consideration of the 
conference report on the sundry civil service 
gs! Sir geome bill. 

The question of appropriations for public 
buildings and the comparative extravagance 
of the republican and democratic administra- 
tions, generally,formed the chief topic of de- 
bate be Messrs. Berry, Dolph, McPherson, 
Allison, Gorman, Blair and George. 

Mr. George said that among other questions 
that had been lugged into the debate yester- 
day was the fisheries question, and on that he 
desired to submit some observations. He pro- 
ceeded to speak on that subject. 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. George, 
after reyiewing each of the twenty-seven 
treaties between the United States and Great 
Britain, to show that not one of them had pro- 
posed to settle all the points in controversy, 
aud that that had not been an objection to the 
ratification of any of them, he came down to 
the question of retaliation, and asked whether 
the act of the third of March, 1887, was a sufli- 
cient act of retaliation. The answer which he 
gave was that it was not, because it did not 
cover all the ground that the United States 
had for retaliation. There were wrongs com- 
mitted by,Canadaagainstithe United States for 
which the act of 1887 could not be put in force 
and one of those wrongs was that mentioned 
by the president in regard to the inequality of 
tolls of Canadian canals. There would have 
to be an additional act of congress for that. 
The president’s recommendation in that res- 
pect had to be adopted; or else claim for 
equality of tolls on Canadian canals had to be 
abandoned. 

Mr. Frye inquired whether Canadian vessels 
could not be kept ont of Sault Ste. Marie canal 
or tolls imposed upon them. 

Mr. George didn’t know of any reason to the 
contrary; but such little partial retaliation 
would amount to nothing. 

Mr. George said that, under the act of the 
third of March, 18387, the president could not 
deny the right of transit over American terri- 
tory to goods going from foreign countries to 
Canada or to goods going from Canada through 
the United States intended for foreign coun- 
tries; and that in the message sent to congress 
on the fifth of December, 1870, President Grant 
had recommended the very thing which Presi- 
dent Cleveland now recommended. 

After speaking a short time, Mr. George as- 
sented to the request of Mr. Allison to havea

sundry civil appropriation bill. The report 
was agreed to. 2 

Mr. Allison then moved that the senate in- 
sist on its amendments other than those settled 
in conference, and ask for further conference, 

Mr. Vance moyed that the senate recede 
from its disagreement tothe provision of the 
bill in reference to prosecutions under the in- 
ternal revenue laws, ang argued in support of 
his motion. 

Mr. Allison opposed the motion, and stated 
that all such legislation tended to relax the 
enforcement of the internal revenue law. . 

The motion to recede was disagreed to, yeas 
17, nays 22; and Mr. Allison’s motion was 
agreed to, and Senators Allison, Hale and 
Beck were appointed conferees. — 

Mr. George resumed the fioor and proceeded 
with the discussion of the president’s retalia- 
tion message. Without Conciuding his speech, 
which he said he would do tomorrow, Mr. 
George yielded the tloor. A number of bills 
were taken from the calendar and passed, 
among them the house bill appropriating 
$75,000 for the construction eof arevyenue cut- 
ter for Newberne, N. C., to replace the reve- 
nue cutter Stevens. 

The senate then proceeded with executive 
business with closed doors, and at 4:45 ad- 
journed. 


THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


The Appropriations Bill Discussed—Art in 
Currency. 

WasSHINGTON, August 29.—In the house, 
Mr. Forney, of Alabama, asked unanimous 
consent to introduce, for immediate considera- 
tion, a joint resolution to provide temporarily 
(until September 15th) for expenditures of 
government. He explained that all the ap- 
propriations bills had passed with the excep- 
tion of the army and sundry civil bills, and 
that the resolution only applied to those two 
objects. 

Mr. Townshend, of Illinois, stated that he 
expected that the ariny appropriation bill 
would be disposed oftoday or tomorrow. 

Mr. Cheadle, of Indiana, objected and the 
resolution was referred to the committee of the 
whole and the house immediately went into 
such committee—(Mr. Blount, of Georgia, in 
the chair)—for its consideration. 

The resolution having been read, Mr. For- 
ney moved that it be reported back to the 
house. The yote standing 112 to 3 Mr. 
Cheadle raised the point of no quorum, but 
withdrew it, after being allowed to make a 
statement in which he declared that there was 
no justification for the backward condition of 
a bills. 

The committee then rose, and the joint reso- 
lution was passed. 

The house resumed, in committee.of the 
whole, the bill for the printing of government 
securities in the highest style of the art. 

On motion of Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, the 
committee struck out that section of the 
measure which provides that hereafter the 
chief and assistant chief of the bureau of en- 
graving and printing shall be either practical 
engravers or plate printers. The bill asso 
amended was reported to the house and 
passed. 

Tie bill provides that government securities 
and paper money shall be printed inthe high- 
ast style of arton hand roller presses. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the Oklahoma bill. After a discus- 
sion and the rejection of several amendments, 
Mr. Anderson, of Iowa, proposed an amend- 
mont providing that honorably discharged 
soldiers and sailors of the 
rebellion making entries for set- 
tlement shall be exempted from the pay- 
ment of the purchase price provided for by 
bill. The vote on this amendment, stood 46 to 
47 andthe point of no quorum was made, 
The committee arose and the house adjourned.

RECORDS OF THE PENSION BUREAU. 


Showing the Large Number of Pensions 
Granted By the Democratic Adminis- 
traion—Carry the Newsto Foraker.

WASHINGTON, August 29—"Fhe commissioner 
of pensions has completed and sent to the pub- 
lic printer his report of the operations of the 
pension bureau forthe year ended June 30, 
1888. 

It contains much that is interesting. 

It shows that there were, during the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1888, added to the pension 
rolls 60,252 new names— 

THE LARGEST ANNUAL INCREASE 
in the history of the bureau—making total of 
452,557 pensions on the rolls at the close of the 
year, classified as follows: , 
$26,835 invalids ; 92,928 widows’ minor chil- 
dren and dependent relatives ; 37 revolutionary 
widows ; 806 survivors of the war of 1812; 19,- 
787 widows of those who servedin that war; 
16,060 survivors of the war with Mexico; and 
5,104 widows of those who served in that war. 
The names of 2,028 previously dropped were 
restored to the rolls, making an aggregate of 
62,280 pensioners added during the year. 

During the same period 15,730 were dropped 
from the rolls on account of death and various 
other causes, leaving a netincrease to the rolls 
of 45,550 names. One million one hundred and 
sixty-six thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
six pension claims have been filed since 1861, 
and 737,200 claims of all classes have been al- 
lowed since that date. 

THE AMOUNT PAID FOR PENSIONS 

since 1861 has been #963,086,444. Increase of 
pensions was granted in 45,716 cases. The 
average annual value of pensions at the close 
of the year shows a decrease of $4.80. The de- 
crease in the average annual value is due to 
the fact that a large number of Mexican pen- 
sioners at the rate of eight dollars per month, 
which is below the average rate, Was 
added to the rolls during the year; 
and furthermore that the death rate among 
high grade pensioners was greater than among 
pensioners of lower rate. 

The aggregate annual value of pensions is 
$56,707,221, an increase of $3,882.579. The 
amount of pensions paid during the year was 
$78,775,862, an increase over previous year of 
$5,308,280. The total amount disbursed by 

xension agents for all purposes was $79,646,146, 
“he cost attending such disbursements was in 
the aggregate $3,262,524, it being a ftaction 
less than four percent ol the total expendi- 
tures of the bhreau. The 
TOTAL AMOUNT EXPENDED 

for all purposes was $82,038,386, being 214 per 
cent of the estimated grossincome of the 
United States government for the period. The 
total expenditures of the government for the 
fiscal year, 1888, were $267,424,801, so that the 
amount expended for and on account of pen- 
sions was nearly thirty-one per cent of the en- 
tire outlay of government. 

The average duration of lives of pensioners 
is sixty-seven years. The average length of 
time served in the army by those who are re- 
ceiving pensions on account of the late war is 
more than two years. 

DEPARTMENT WORK. 

There are received 2,698,000 letters during 
year, an onormous imcrease over previous 
years, an average of 224,533 letters per month, 
or 8,993 per working day. Ninety-four thous- 
and four hundred and ninety-eight letters 
were received from members of congress alone, 
The total number of letters sent out was 1,826,- 
182, Many inquiries were answered by the 
issuance of pension certificates or by printed 
circulars, and frequently a single lettcr was 
found to be sufficent to answer several inquir- 
ies in the same claim. 

FILED DURING THE YEAR. 

There were filed during the year 47,840 ap- 
plications for original pension; 11.789 widows, 
2446 dependent mothers and 1,883 dependent 
fathers, making a total of 65,704. 

The highest number of claims on account of 
the late war was received from Ohio; Indiana 
follows next; then New York and Pennsylva- 
nia; and from Montana, Utah and South Caro- 
lina none were received. 

The work of the board of review and re-re- 
view is practically up to date. 

The law division has submitted 170 cases to 
the department of justice for prosecution— 
sixty for offenses by attorneys and 110 for 
offenses by other persons. Of this number six 
have been acquitted and four ignored by grand 
juries, leaving 160 awaiting trial. The 

SPIRIT OF THE BUREAU 

is ‘‘no compromise with those who willfully 
violate the pension law, or no prosecution of 
those who sinned through ignorance or who 
are willing to make restitution when the same 
is demanded af them.” Fifteen thousand 
three hundred and thirty dollars of illegal fees 
have been recovered and refunded to the pen- 
sioners interested. 

A new feature of the report is a discussion 
of special pension acts and their relation to the 
administration of general laws. 

It shows the various stages through which a 
special act passes from its receipt gt the exec- 
utive mansion to the issue of the certificate. 

In addition, a table is published showing 

TOTAL NUMBER OF SPECIAL PENSION 
acts which have become laws since 1861 as fol- 
lows: 

1861 to 1865, 41 (Lincoln); 1865 to 1869, 431 
(Johnson); 1869 to 1877, 490 (Grant); 1577 to 
1881, 303 (Hayes); 1881 to 1885, 736 (Garfield 
and Arthur); total, 2,001; 1855 to 1888, 1,369 
(Cleveland); grand total, 3,370. 

i appears that while during President 
Cleveland’s administration 1,369 special acts 
became laws. 

ONE HUNDRED AND NINETY-ONE WERE VETOED. 

Of this number seventeen were vetoed in the 
interest of claimants, because they would be 
entitled to a greater amount under the.general 
law. The seventeen cases were afterwards 
allowed by the pension bureau and saved the 
beneficiaries $17,249 more than they would 
have received had the special act become laws. 

Twelve were vetoed ecsune of charges of 
desertion or dishonorable discharge. Two de- 
pendent fathers’ claims were vetoed because 
the fathers abandoned their sons in infancy, 
neyer resumed their care and custody nor 
manifested any interest in them until the pen- 
sion was involved. Two cases because they 
were duplicates of precisely the same special 
acts already approved by the executive and in 
full force. Seven because death was suicide 
and had 

NO CONNECTION WITH MILITARY SERVICE. 

One hundred and twenty-one, because the 
soldier’s disabilities or deaths were in no wise 
dne to service but arose from causes entirely 
distinct therefrom; 17, because cases were 
pending in the pension bureau, where they 
were being properly investigated. 

These cases also involyed arrears; 9 because 
special act fixed norates and claimants were 
now receiving a pension commensurate with 
the disibility found to exist by competent 
boards of surgeons and a special act would be 
of no benefit. Two more alleged dependont 
cases because no dependence was shown. One 
because the president refused to set aside the 
limitation fixed by the law of 1579 governing 
arrears, aud one Reandios the beneficiary was 
doad at the time of the passage of the special 
act. 

Ninety-three of these vetoed claims had 
been rejected by the pension bureau prior to 
July ist, 1885, and fifty-four subsequent to that 
time. Thirty were pending unsettled in the 
pension bureau, and no applications under the 
general law had ever been filed in eleven.

The Cases Scattered All Over the City—The 
Terrible Days of September to Come— 
The New Cases. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., August 29.—{Special.] 
The day is dull, gray and cool, with heavy 
showers at frequent intervals. 

Now that travel is open again as formerly 
and the government has provided free trans- 
portation to the Boulogne camp, not so many 
availed themselves of the privileges of exit to- 
day as might have been expected under the 
circumstances.

OF THE RULES 
of the board of health, which was unanimous- 
ly adopted, 1t read as follows: 

Whereas, In the opinion of this committee, the 
board of health may very properly, under existing 
circumstances, modify the stringent rules hereto- 
fore existing requiring the isolation of all inmates 
of infected premises, and persons .coming. in con- 
tact with yellow fever patients; therefore, 

Resolved, That the nears of health be requested 
to so modily their-present regulations as to interfere 
as little as possible with the discharge of those who 
are well of the duties devolving upon them, while 
maintaining, without other relaxation than may be 
necessary to this end, a thorough segregation of 
those whoare under treatment, and the discreet 
isolation of the infected premises. 

Reso! ved, that the board of health be requested to 
formulate and furnish this committee, for publica- 
tion and distribution at the earliest bour practica- 
ble, directions as to the use of disinfectants for sick 
rooms and infected premises, and that such order be 
made as will render due observance of such rules, 
obligatory. 

Resolved, That the board of health be further re- 
quested to furnish to this committee for publication 
and distribution, a concise and simple formuia for 
the treatment and nursing of yellow fever when the 
services ofa physician cannot be had. Principally 
with a view to the proper treatment of the disease 
in its incipient stages. , 2 

Resolved, That the physicians of the city and cit- 
izens generally be, and they are hereby urged, to 
give cheerful, vigilant and unremitting aid to the 
euthoritiesin their continued efforts to systemat- 
ically and vigorously enforce such measures as are 
deemed requisite for public safety. The success of 
our efforts depends largely upon the earnest and 
self-sacrificing co-operation of all classes of our peo- 
ple,and particularly those of the medical profes- 
sion. 

EFFORTS TO GET AWAY. 

Daniels stated that after receiving a message 
from Colonel H. 8. Haines explaining the 
situation of quarantine at Waycross, he had 
wired Surgeon-General Hamilton, which re- 
sulted in a modification of the order as pub- 
lished in the morning paper. He said that he 
had again wired the surgeon-general that we 
still desired to avail ourselves of places of 
refuge offered in the mountains of Georgia, 
Tennessee and the Carolinas, south of the 
points permitted, without detention, but he 
bad received no answer as yet. 

In this connection Mr. Edward Martin called 
attention to the fact that one person who had 
been taken sick at Boulogne was turned back 
to Jacksonville without assistance, which bru- 
tal act resulted in his death. He said some 
provision should be made for the treatment of 
the sick 

AT CAMP PERRY. 

Mr. Martin was requested to formulate a res- 
olution covering the point, which was there- 
upon adopted, reading as follows: 

Whereas, citizens goingto Camp Perry are likely 
to develop fever, and immediate and proper treat- 
ment of such cases is a matter of vital importance, 
and the removing of said patients to the hospitals 
of this city involves great and unnecessary risk to 
their lives, therefore be it 

Resolved, That the surgeon-general of marine 
hospital service be requested to have a suitable hos- 
pital established near said camp at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

Upon motion President Daniel was requested 
to formulate and transmit to Surgeon-General 
Hamilton a vote of thanks for his prompt ac- 
tion in the matter of quarantining. The meet- 
ing then adjourned.

Captains Couch ana ‘WV rig!t, together with 
gix officers, made r ad last night upon sev- 
erai persons who were sleeping in a box car cn 
the Western and Atis railroad track out 
near the city laits. The result cf the raid 
was the capture of three persons, two white 
snon and one negro, whom the officers regard 
as <ospicious characters. 

When they reached the station house the 
emen gave their namesas J. R, Alexan- 
Henrich Lewis, and the negro 
sad his name was Tom Cowans. 

Alexander said he-was from Virgiaia, 
Lewis said he was from Missouri, and the ne- 
gro said he was isvm Washington. _ 

For several days the citizens residing near 
the place where they were pulled have been 
complaining of the disturbance kicked up 
around there, and the policemen went out to 
investigate the matter. When the arrested 
parties were searched, several papers were 
found and other little articles. 

Three Missouri defense bonds were found, 
and they were unsigned. How they canie to 
have them in their possession is unknown. A 
check ‘on the Second National bank of 
Lexington, Kentucky, was also found, 
and it was for twenty-two dollars, and signed 
by A. Green Eaton. The number was 1 
and it was made payableto BG. C. Williams. 
A pistel was found also, and a paper stating 
that they cweda man named Snellings one 
dollar and @ quarter ¢ach. On the negro’s 
person WAS found a beok, something like a 
catechism, and seemed entirely out of keeping 
with aman locked up in the stationhouse. 
These persons Were seen yesterday with two 
poxes of tobacco, selling it. Thirty pairs 
of shoes were found in acar near by the place 
where these men were sleeping. The oflicers 
thoaght that something suspicious was about 
each one, and so locked them up. They will 
investigate the matter more thoroughly.

Janta Lumber company the other night was 
recovered yesterday. 

Chief Connolly, immediately after being 
notified of the robbery, went to work and in- 
vestigated the matter thoroughly, and after 
hard work succeeded im tracking cown the 
persons who did the stealing.

& Co., steam heating; the Chicago Fire-

work; Hunnicutt & bBeilingrath, plumb- 
ing, gasfitting and electric gas 
lighting; Sneed & Co., iron work; the Elli- 
thorpe Air Brake company, elevator work.

the 3d day of October, 1888, and that each and 
every bidder shall deposit a certitied check for 
$1,000 as a guarantee of good faith.
